LONDON, Jan. 4.—The capture of 
Matchin, announced by Berlin last 
night, is regarded here as ending the 
defense of Debrudja.

$20,000 FOUND 
UNDER CARPCT IN 
HOME IN DISPUTE 


Whether Fortune Was That of 
Fred Heitz or His Widow 
Question at Issue. 


ADMINISTRATOR NAMED 


No Will, No Children; Claims as 
to Collateral Heirs; Story of 
Hidden Fortune Told. 


The ownership of $20,000 in bills, gold 
end certificates of deposit found under 
the carpet in the home of Fred1.Heitz, a 
saloon keeper, after his death in 1907, 
was the issue which led to the appoint- 


ment this morning by Probate Judge 
Tloltcamp of James P. Newell, former 
Public Administrator, as administrator 
of the estate of Heitz. 

It is now claimed by the collateral 
heirs of Heitz, who was ‘childless, that 
this money was his property and consti- 
tutes the greater part of the estate of 
his widow, Mrs. Minna Heitz, who died 
last October, leaving personal property 
inventoried at $21,597.46. 

Neither Heitz nor his widow left a 
will and, as there were no children, tne 
pioperty would descend, according to 
‘aw, to the nephews and nieces and 
cther collateral heirs of Heitz, if it 
were his, and to the corresponding 
heirs of Mrs. Heitz, if it were hers. 


Lived Above Saloon-Grocery. 
Following the death of Heitz, who 


then conducted a saloon and grocery at 
Tenth and Mound streets, and lived up- 
stairs, his widow filed an affidavit that 
his estate amounted to only $200 and 
‘here was no administration upon it. 
When Mrs. Heitz died her nephew, 
August W: Thias of 4406 Holly avenue, 
took out letters of administration. 

Shortly afterward the collateral heirs 
of Heitz filed a motion through their 
attorney, Vincent McShane, to have 
Newell, who was then Public Adminis- 
trator, appointed administrator of the 
estate of Heitz. At the hearing today 
John McShane, a friend of Heitz, told 
a remarkable story of the hoarding of 
wealth under a carpet. 

The petitioners- allege that, prior to 
1896, Heitz was in the glass bottle busi- 
ness and that, in that year, he made an 
assignment, for the benefit of his cred- 
itors, subsequently entering into the sa- 
loon and grocery business. It is further 
alleged that Heitz thereafter secreted 
ail his earnings and savings in order to 
defeat creditors. 

John McShane testified that Heitz, 
during his final illness at the Lutheran 
Hospital, told him of the money hidden 
under the carpet in the Heitz home. 
After the death of Heitz, McShane said, 
the carpet was taken up in the pres- 
ence of himself, the widow and a man 
named Weisman, then president of the 
Nelson Distilling Co. 

Some ‘Theusand Dollar Bills. 

He suid the money was tren taken to 
the office of the distilling company and 
counted in the presence of the same 
three witnesses and another man, Wil- 
liam Moellman. He said it totaled a 
litule more than $20,000 and included sev- 
eral $1000 bills, a certificate of deposit 
for $000 and a Considerable amount of 
gold. It was subsequently taken to ag 
safety deposit vault, he said. 

The next move in the casc is likely t¢ 
be an attempt by Newell as adminis 
trator of the Heitz estate to get posses- 
sion of the personal property left by 
Mrs. Heitz on the contention that it 
was in reality the personal property of 
Heitz.

DARK, SAYS LODGE 


Hitchcock Reselution to Indorse 
President’s Peace Move De- 
fended by Lewis. 


ERROR IN TRANSLATION 


Lodge Corrects Term Used in 
Bernstorff’s ‘‘Star of Beth- 
lehem’”’ Statement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Senator 
Lodge, completing his argument in the 
Senate today against the Hitchcock res- 
olution to indorse President Wilson's 
peace note, declared its adoption would 
be a leap in the dark and precipitate 


Congress into the midst of incompleted 


negotiations concerning which it knew 
nothing. 
Senator Lewis, Democrat, of Illinois, 


began a defense of the resolution, con- 
tending it did not involve the nation in 
the unprecdented situation suggested by 
Senator Lodge. 

Senator Lewis argued that the resolu- 
tion would merély approve the action of 
the President in sending a note request- 
ing terms of peace and not the contents 
of the note which might involve other 
issues. 

At the outset Senator Lodge corrected 
his translation of the German Ambassa- 
dor’s published statement praising the 
note, for which he yesterday assailec] 
ee eS re 2 Sc 

“Star of Bethlehem.” 

‘In translating the Ambassador's 
statement,’’ said Senator Lodge, “I 
quoted it as stating that ‘Germany 
stands ready to follow him,’ meaning 
the President. I have been informed 
that the German word was used in the 
sense of ‘it’ and not ‘him,’ and that the 
phrase meant that Germany was will- 
ing to follow the ‘Star of Bethlehem,’ 
thus carrying out the pleasing parallel 
in the Ambassador’s statement between 


the President’s note and the Star of 
of Bethlehem. 
“I do not think, however, that the 


change alters the essential meaning of 
the Ambassador’s statement.’’ 

Ambassador Bernstorff’s statement 
referred’ to, as retranslated by Senator 
Lodge, would read: 

“As once the Star of Bethlehem from 
afar led the Kings of the Orient through 
the night to the fulfillment of their 
hopes, so through the darkness of this 
useless murder in Europe there shines 
out of the words of President Wilson 
the light of a new message of peace on 
earth. 

“Germany stands ready to follow it. 
Assured of its strength, but not arro- 
gant, canscious that it drew the sword 
not out of lust for conquest, but for the 
defense of its national existence, it does 
not ask for alien territory, but for 
safety from attack and against alli- 
ances that threaten the peace of the 
world.”’ 

Future Peace Arrangement. 

Resuimng his direct argument on the 
President’s note, Senator Lodge referred 
tu that portion of the note which indi- 
cated that the United States was will- 
ing to co-operate after the war with the 
belligerent nations of Europe and other 
rations in an arrangement for peace of 
the world. 

“It is apparent to every one,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘that when w abandon our tra- 
ditional policy: of sparation from Euro- 
pean politics, we take a very great 
step, which should not be taken without 
most thorough knowledge of what is in- 
tended and of the distance which we 
are invited to go. 

“An approval of the note in this gen- 
eral form carries with it approval of 
that generai principle of co-operation.” 

Reading Germany's reply to the Presi- 
dent’s note, Senator Lodge said: 

“There is nothing said in this reply 
that compares with the statm-nt of the 
German Ambassador regarding the 
‘star of Bethlehem’ and ‘the light’ cast 
by the President’s note, but if we re- 
raove the diplomatic civilities. we fina 
that, on the three principal points—the 
request for terms, the proposal for 
neutral co-operation, and, also, as to 
the future co-operation in a league for 
enforcement of world peace—the Crer- 
t an note is very explicit, almost blunt. 
It says nothirg about terms whatever. 
It passes that by’in complete silence.” 

Referring to the portion of the Ger- 
man reply which speaks of the world’s 
future peace, Senator Lodge said that 
he believed on that point the German 


Government “had taken the sensible 
ground that might have been antici- 
pated.”’ 


Reports as to Terms. 

He read from newspapers dispatches 
indicating Germany’s terms have been 
communicated to the President. 

“If the President has the terms pro- 
posed by the central Powers,”’ he said, 
“it is entirely in his discretion to deal 
with them, but if we are to indorse 
everything he is doing, then, before ac- 
tion is taken, we should know the 
grounds on which we are acting. When 
our co-operation ‘is asked,\we are enti- 
tled to the same information the Presi- 
dent has. 

“IT think it is clear from the German 
note that no advance whatever has been 
made on the points which the President's 
forth. Yet we are asked in 


not know whether Germany's terms of 
peace are in the President's hands, to 
give blanket indorsement, wholly bliind- 
ly, to this entire negotiation.”

_.Two public school teachers came into 
the case .today and are assisting the po- 
lice in trying to identify the taxicab 
passenger. A chauffeur some days ago 
told the police that late Thursday night 
he drove a man and two young women 
to Germantown, a suburb, left the wom- 
en at their home and then brought the 
man to town to the apartment house 
corner. 
Man Disappeared. 

The chauffeur was not positive 
whether the man entered the house. He 
waited for him many hours and then 
failed to find his fare in the house. 

The wealthy young man who is re- 
maining at a hotel here under an agree- 
ment with the police, has not beeh 
Seen by anyone but close friends and 
detectives. According to his friends he 
has a complete alibi. 

Men acquaintances of the murdered 
girl are still coming forward to tell what 
they Know about Miss Colbert and to 
clear themselves of any connection with 
the case. 

One of the most prominent to appear 
was & man well known in the city who 
was a Star ballplayer in his college 
days. 

The funeral of the murdered woman 
was held today. It was said that the 
expenses of the funeral were paid by 
men who knew her well. 

Inherited Fortune From Father. 

The man under surveallance is said 
to have inherited nearly a million dol- 
lars from his father. According to one 
of his friends he had spent large sums of 
money onfthe Roberts woman and was 
extremely jealous of her. Both he and 
the former manicure, this friend stated, 
had vfolent tempers and it was his be- 
lief that the woman had been slain in 
self-defense during a quarrel. 

He said the up-State man had come to 
Philadelphia in response to a letter from 
a lawyer, who wrote that the woman 
was planning legal action, possibly a 
breach of promise suit. But, instead of 
seeing the lawyer, he is said to have 
gone directly to the woman’s apartment 
and the quarrel followed. 

An odd development occurred yester- 
day when an unidentified man present- 
ed to the family of the woman a 
handsome and expensive casket in which 
to bury her. The heavily ornamented 
coffin with solid silver mountings was 
left at the home of the Colberts. The 
family was told that the donor did not 
wish his name to be known. The casket 
must have cost at least $500. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND PLANS 10

Proposes to Require Manufacturers to 
State Net Weight on Each Pack- 
age of Goods, 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., Jan. 4.—Legisla- 
tion at the coming session o; Parlia- 
ment to strengthen the existing laws 
regarding short weights in canned géods, 
package goods, etc:, is promised by the 
Government. 

Recently investigations by the Ottawa 
municipal representatives, inquiring into 
the high cost of living problem, dis- 
closed the fact that In most canned 
goods and package goods the nét weight 
was considerably less than the consumer 
thought he was buying. 

The proposed new law will, it is under- 
stood, require the manufacturer to ex- 
plicitly state the net weight on the label. 
Other safeguards against “legal fraud’’ 
will also be incorporated in the new 
legislation, which will be modeled on the 
pure food laws enacted some time ago 
in the United States.

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THICK FG AND SMOKE 
NPEDE CTY TRAF 


Rush-Hour Cars Delayed From 5 
to 20 Minutes—Automo- 
bilists Careful. 


Fog and smoke obscured the atmos- 
phere of St. Louis this morning to such 
an extent that traffic of all kinds was 


precarious. Street cars were run at 
slow speed to avoid accidents. Automo- 
bilists took no chances on speeding, as 
it was impossible to see other vehicles 
for any considerable distance through 
the gloom. 

United Railways motormen were in- 
structed to run slowly and to keep 
their cars under such control that they 
could stop within the limit of vision, 
which at the going-to-work hour, was 
less than 100 feet. As a consequence 
cars on all lines were from 6 to 20 min- 
utes behind their schedules. 

The fog was even heavier in the 
southwestern portion of the city, in. 
Forest Park and in the county than in 
the downtown district. 


Cause of the Fog. 
Weather Forecaster Hayes said the 


gloom was caused primarily by a heavy 
fog extending over the central Mississip- 
pi Valley. In St. Louis, he said, the con- 
dition was intensified by the smoke of 
the city mixing with the fog. With the 
air moist and with no wind blowing 
the smoke hung close to the ground, 

The Forecaster said the gloom was 
heavier in Forest Park and the county, 
probably because the air there was 
cooler, causing greater condensation of 
the moisture. 

Added to the delay in street car traf- 
fic caused by the fog there was an in- 
terruption of power at 8:56 which kept 
cars from moving for about eight min- 
utes. This was due to a short circuit 
or a broken wire on some part of the 
system. 

Cars in Collision. 

A northbound Bellefontaine car col- 
lided with a Cherokee street car at 
Eighteenth street and Ann avenue about 
10:30 a. m. Mrs. Bertha Shanker, a 
passenger on the Bellefontaine car who 
said she lived in Carondelet, was taken 
to the city hospital, where it was found 
she had no physical injuries, but was 
suffering from shock. She refused to 
remain at the hospital. The police said 
another woman who did not give her 
name was slightly injured.

T IK BELGIANS SENT 
- HOME FROM GERMAN 


Bad Feeding Causing Deaths 
and Much Illness in Soltan 
Camp, They Declare. 


THE HAGUE, Jan. 4.—The first report 
received directly from Belgians deported 
to Germany, who have been invalided 
from the camp at Soltau, Prussia, has 
been given to the Associated Press. 
These prisoners were returned from Ger- 
)many bedhuse they were almost dying. 
A number of them who were interviewed 
while separated from each other, agreed 
in their stories of conditions prevailing 
in the Soltau camp. 

Seventy of the Belgians were sent 
home in a crowded cattle truck attached 
to a freight train. It took three days 
and three nights for the journey, which 
usually is made by express trains in six 
hours. They arrived home in an ema- 
ciated condition, coughing, the greater 
number of them bearing evidence of hav- 
ing contracted tuberculosis. 

Alleged Fare of Beigians. 

According to the statements made by 
these Belgians, they received in the 
civil camp at Soltau, at 6 o'clock in 
the morning, a bowl of something made 
from acorns. At midday they received 
half a liter of soup, containing much 
water and a few turnips, carrots and 
shrimps, served without bread or pota- 
toes. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon there 
was given to them 280 grams (slightly 
more than half a pound) of black bread, 
bad and often mildewed. In the even- 
ing, as at midday, they received half a 
liter of soup, sometimes containing bran 
or brown maize. 

Under this regime the stronger men 
went under and the weak soon fell ill 
so that, the Belgians say, deaths oc- 
curred daily. Two of the Belgians are 
said to have become insane the first 
week. The torment of hunger drove 
them to such extremes that they crept 
into the kitchen and collected peelings 
of potatoes, turnips and carrots. 

One workman who attempted to es- 
cape is reported to have been brought 
cown with a shot and finished with the 
bayonet. ‘ 

Near by Was a prison camp for cap- 
fured Belgian soldiers. The soldiers 
were better fed than the civilians and 
came in contact with them on being per- 
iaitted to attend funerals of civilians. 
Fitving their countrymen, they took to 
them secretly bread and preserved ar- 
tic'ex of fo: 1. 

The returnec Felgians say that the 
civilians at Soltau receive no soap and 
are. advised to us- sand instead. 

Nearly All Refuse te Work. 

Notwithstanding their aufferings, 
most of them refused to work, al- 
though promised good food 
siderable pay. 

On one occasion # artisans were 
taken away, and returned eight days 
later. They said they had been taken 
to the Grand Duchy of Baden, where 
for two days they were placed on 
abundant rations, being told that tf 
they accepted work they would receive 
euch food regularly. On refusing they 
were sent back to Soitau in a cattle 
truck where, they reported, they were 
kept without food for % hours. 

According to these accounts there are 
11,000 Belgians at Soltau who refuse toe 
work and still hope their release may 
be brought about. Brussels and Liege 
thus far are said to have escaped 
forced labor requisitions.

Ernest Le Ford, Escaped Con- 
vict, Worked for W. K. and 
A. G. Vanderbilt. 


“MASTER HOTEL THIEF” 


Other Denies He Is Forger Who 
Has Made $75,000 in 
Five Years. 


In the arrests at hotels yesterday and 
the day before of two men, one at the 
Buckingham Annex and the other at 
the Hamilton Hotel, the police caught an 
escaped Sing Sing convict known to the 
New York police as a “master hotel 
thief” and have in custody a man de- 
clared by detectives employed by the 
American Bankers’ Association to be a 
clever check forger who has swindled 
merchants out of more than $75,000 in 
the last five years. 

The escaped Sing Sing convict, who 
admits his identity, is Ernest Le Ford, 
formerly employed as chauffeur by W. 
K. Vanderbilt and Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt, and said to have stolen more 
than $60,000 worth of jewels from New 
York hotels. He was arrested Tuesday 
at the Buckingham Annex through a 
complaint made to the police by a chauf- 
feur. 

The other prisoner, who insists. that 
he is a wealthy Canadian mining 
broker and that his arrest is the result 
of mistaken identity, registered at the 
Hamilton Hotel on Dec. 23 ag A. P. 
Macauley of Toronto, Canada. 

His Family Here. 

His wife, 21-year-old son and 1li-year- 
old daughter had been at the hotel for 
six weeks before his arrival. He was 
arrested at the hotel yesterday when at 
breakfast with his family, and today he 
was a prisoner in the city jail, in de- 
fault of $10,000 bond, under a warrant 
issued by the Circuit Attorney, charg- 
ing him with being a fugitive from 
justice from New York City. 

There were peculiar circumstances in 
each arrest. 

Le Ford’s arrest was brought about 
by Harry Cowling, a chauffeur, of 4270 
Delmar boulevard, who called at. the 
Buckingham Annex in answer to 
“James B. Harland’s"” ad for a chauf- 
feur. ‘‘Harland,’’ who later proved to 
be Le Ford, told him that his mother 
was coming out from Boston and as she 
had lately been robbed of one of her 
automobiles by an unreliable chauffeur, 
she wanted a reliable one, who would 
wear livery and be willing to put up a 
$400 cash bond for a $25-a-week job. It 
didn't look right to Cowling. He told 
detectives about it and they went out 
and got ‘‘Harland.”’ 

Told of Divorce Case. 

Although detectives learned that 
Harland was not the prisoner’s name, 
he insisted that he “would put up with 
the holdover sausage,” for as long as 
two weeks before he would tell his 
real name, not that he had anything to 
conceal, so far as his own past was 
ecncerned, but that he was wanted as 
a witness in a divorce suit somewhere 
and he was hiding out to shield a 
woman's name, 

Detective John Hannegan, who in 
company with a private detective had 
arrested Macauley at the Hamilton 
Hote! during the morning, looked at 
“Harland,” and then remembered a 
photograph in hig private desk, given 
to him by the New York police, when 
he was there recently, with the sug- 
gestion that “this crook might turn

“You’re sure a wonder,” the prison- 
er said, in admitting that he was Le 
Ford, and that he escaped from Sing 
Sing prison last July. He was a mem- 
ber of Warden Osborne’s Mutual Wel- 
fare League of Sing Sing, and ‘‘just 
walked away’’ while working with a 
road gang near the prison. A nation- 
wide warning was sent out for his ar- 
rest. He was serving a three-year sen- 


from a guest’s room in a New York 
hotel, and he had finished a half of the 
term. He is also under indictment for 
the theft of jewels to the value of more 
than $50,000 from various other New 
York hotels. 
Boasts of His Escape. 

When seen in his cell by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter this morning, LeFord 
put his thumbs in the armpits of his 
vest, expanded his chest, and boastfujly 
narrated the story of his ‘Intimate ac- 
quaintance” with the late “Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, who lost his life on 
the Lusitania when ft was torpedoed. 
and of his escape from Sing Sing and 
his subsequent flight. He is 29 years 
old, was born in France and dresses 
in excellent taste. 


He said that in addition to being Van- 
derbilt’s chauffeur, he also had been his 
“purchasing agent for auto supplies’’ for 
more than five years. He asserted that 
he was in London with Vanderbilt when 
Mrs. Agnes O’Brien Ruiz of St. Louis, 
estranged wife of a Mexican diplomat, 
shot and killed herself. Vanderbilt, he 
said, was on a yacht on the Thames 
at the time and Mrs. Ruiz killed herself 
because she thought another woman had 
accompanied Vanderbilt. 

In 1910, the said, he left Vanderbilt's 
employ and bought a foreign racing car. 
He says he toured the world and made 
three round. trips in it between New 
York and San Francisco, later selling 
the machine in Denver. Then he went to 
New York, rented three rooms in a 
New York hotel and there robbed a man 
of the jewels. ‘I won't discuss the de- 
tails,”’ he added, ‘‘for suffice to say I 
was convicted of that.’’ 

Complained of a Theft. 

Since his escape from Sing Sing he 
says he has traveled all over the United 
States and to Honolulu. He came to 
St. Louis a week ago and registered at 
the Hotel Jefferson. While there he 
sent for the house detective, Edward 
Noonan, and complained that two gold 
stickpins had been stolen from his room. 

He inquired how the Jefferson Hotel 
was ‘being protected’’ from hotel 
thieves. The detective today told re- 
porters that this inquiry aroused his 
suspicions, and that he replied that the 
hotel had a house detective on every 
floor after 6 p. m. and that there was 
no danger of a robbery. The detective 
now thinks the guest was inquiring 
about the hotel's arrangements for pre- 
venting thefts from guest rooms, with 
a view to using the information to his 
own advantages in committing thefts 
and escaping detection. 

Le Ford insists that he lost the pins, 
and that when he left the Jefferson Ho- 
tel after béing there two days he ‘‘for- 
got’’ to pay his bill, because he thought 
that weuld make up tor the lost jew- 
elry.

MANY FRENCH WOMEN 


NEAR THE FIRING LINE 


Performing Culinary and Like 
Duties and Releasing Fight- 
ing Men to That Extent. 


PARIS, Jan. 4-—French women are 
playing a vastly more important role 
in the great war than a casual observ- 
er might imagine. Their activities are 
not confined.to Red Cross work and op- 
erating street cars and a few taxicabs; 
they are creeping into every department 
of the nation, except, perhaps, into the 
actual firing line, although there have 


been cases where supposed ‘“poilus’’ 
have proved to be young women mas- 
querading as men. 

In the hospitals the women are not 
only nurses, they are frequently doc- 
tors and surgeons, and very often den- 
tists. Mme. Giraud Mangin is Aide 
Major of the second class at Verdun, and 
has remained there all during that nine 
months’ battle. Mme. Thyse Monod is 
a doctor in charge of a hospital in Ver- 
dun. 

Of course, in all the departments—war, 
munitions, interior—there are thousands 
of women doing the work formerly done 
by men who are now in the army, but 
+t-is' at the depots, or the barracks bases 
of the various army corps that the 
women are engaged in their most pic- 
turesque work. 

Behind the lines, but not always safe 
from shell fire, the women act as camp 
cooks, bakers and waitresses and han- 
dle many regimental messes entirely. 
They peel potatoes and clean carrots 
and wash dishes and perform all the 
other duties that the soldier hates. 


It is not permitied to’ estimate the 
number of women engaged directly help- 
ing the army, as the figures would in- 
dicate to the enemy the number of men 
thus released for the front, but the 
figure is very large and is growing daily.

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AUSTRALIA TRAVELER GOES 150 
MILES WITHOUT SEEING HOUSE 


Country Is Not Desert and Climate 
Is Fairly Good in Northern 
Section, Says Lecturer. 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Jan. 4.— 
The only country in the world where 
one might travel for 150 miles without 
seeing a house or meeting a person, Was 
the description of Australia’s vast 
Northern Territory, given by Dr, Gil- 
ruth, the administrator, in a lecture on 
this section of the continent. 

Dr. Gilruth pointed out that the ter- 
ritory was not a desert and that its 
climate was delightful for three months, 
and not unfavorable even in the middle 
of summer. There was much mineral 
wealth, and water could be secured by 
sinking bores. Immense tracts awaited 
stock and maize; sorghum and cotton 
grew well. It was possible to leave the 
cotton until all the pods had ripened, 
as no rain fell in the ripening period of 
the year.

CONVICT LABOR 
CONTRACT SIGNED 
BY PRISON sR 


fk New Agreement With D. 
M. Oberman in Violation 
of. State. Law. 


RUNS FOR SIX MONTHS 


Attorney-General Declares the 
Contract Is Worthless; May Be 
Abrogated Any Time. 


JEFFERSON. CITY, Jan. 3—The 
Post-Dispatch learned today that the 
Board of Prison Inspectors has entered 
into a new six months’ contract to sup- 
ply D. M. Oberman with convict labor, 
in direct violation of the law enacted 
by the last Legislature whigh abolished 
the contract system and which provides 
that all contracts must be terminated 
before Dec. 31, 1916. 

Oberman is the largest private con- 
tractor of convict labor in Missouri and 
the connections he has established with 
the factory owned by the State, by 
which the State plant is dependent 
largely upon him for raw materials and 
sells its product to him at less than 
market prices, was exposed in the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday and last Sunday. 

The State factory was created by the 
Legislature to take the place of the pri- 
vate contractors. Lester 8S. Parker, su- 
perintendent of the State factory, re- 
fused newspaper men permission to see 
the records of his transactions witn 
Oberman. 

Aitorney-General John T. Barker, who 
is ex-officio a member of the Prison 
Board, told the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent today that Oberman’s new 
contract is probably not worth the pa- 
per it is written on, and may be abro- 
gated by the State at any time. He 
said he so advised Oberman and the 
board when they insisted that he xzign 
the contract. 

The law abolishing the contract sys- 
tem provides that “in no event shall a 
contract be made for the services of 
any convict for a period expiring later 
than Dec. 31, 1916.’’

That Many Have New Form of 
nicipal Government. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 4.—Mu- 
nicipal ownership of street cars and 
street car lines and government of a 
city by commission, were advocated by 
Howard S. Ross K. C., before the Civic 
Improvement League of Notre Dame de 
Grace recently.

Mrs. Cornwallis-West is the eldest 
daughter of the Rev. Frederick Fitz- 
patrick and Lady Olivia, who was the 
daughter of the second Marquis of 
Headfort. She was married in 1872 to 
William Cornwallis-West of Ruthin 
Castle, County Denbigh, who has been 
Lord Lieutenant of Denbighshire since 
1872. 

One of the daughters of Cornwallis- 
West, Mary Theresa Olivia, was mar- 
ried in 1891 to Prince Hans Heinrich of 
Pless. ‘The other, Constance Edwin, 
was married to the second Duke of 
Westminster in 1910. 

Viscount French, whose name is men- 
tioned in connection with the investi- 
gation, was at one time in command of 
the British forces in France. He was 
suceceded in that command by Gen. 
Sir Douglas Haig in December, 1915, and 
appointed commander in chief of the 
armies in the United Kingdom. 

In the House of Lord in November, 
1915, Lord St. Davids charged incompe- 
tence and neglect of work against the 
British staff in France, He asserted 
that men had been added to the staff 
for no military reason, and that wom- 
en, according to the report, had visited 
the British headquarters in France. He 
asked whether the Government defend- 
ed the presence of women there,

"KERRY PATGH 
SETTLER, DIES 


Once Famous Contractor and 
Politician Lived in Same 
Place 50 Years. 


WAS 90 YEARS OLD 


Always Democrat Except One 
Year When He Ran for Dele-

None lof the “test of the original settlers 
of the district ,once known as ‘Kerry 
Patch’ passed away when Roger WN. 
Harty, nearly 90 years old, died at his 
home, 1400 North Seventeenth street, 
Tuesday night. Harty had lived at that 
exact location nearly 50 years, which 
was considered about the center of the 
once famous ‘Patch.’ A controversy 
always waged as to its bsundaries, but 
it seemed to be pretty well established 
among old residents that it extended 
from Fourteenth street to Jefferson 
avenue and from Carr to Mullanphy

tractor. In the declining years of his 
life he was turnkey and watchman, first 
at the Angelica Street Station and later 
at the Carr Street Station. 

Harty was active in politics In the 
days when every political fight was a 
battle royal and .when the animositios 
which they engendered were much more 
deep-seated and lasting than at the 
present time. ‘ 

Once a “Greenbacker.” 

Though a Democrat for the greater 
portion of his life, Harty once strayed 
from what all good residents of the 
hard-headed, hard-hitting old district 
believed to be the only true fold. He 
ran for the House of Delegates on the 
Greenback ticket many years ago. Law- 
rence Harrigan, afterward Chief of Po- 
lice, fought him politically in this cam- 
paign, and defeated him. This was a 
wound that never healed and as long as 
Harrigan lived Harty was his political 
enemy. 

The few surviving cronies of “Old 
Roge,’”’ as they were fond of calling 
him, recalled the exciting scenes there 
when the dog catchers would swoop 
down in and try to capture the set- 
tlers’ goats, which were running at 
large. 

The women would come running from 
all the shanties armed with broom- 
sticks and clothes poles and the d@- 
catchers would be beset from all sides. 


Many’s the time the fight resulted in 
the rout of the dogcatchers and al) the 
captive dogs being liberated from the 
dogcatchers’ wagon. 


In those almost forgotten days in the 
patch the principals in such feuds did 
not often engage in personal conflict, 
but their followers did. About the time 
the Greenbacks, leu. by Harty, and the 
Democrats, led by Harrigan, were lined 
up against each other in the “Patch,’’ 
there were many pitched battles be- 
tween supporters of the two factions. 

Squatters Paid No Rent. 

The old timers at the Harty “wake” 
last night recalled that right across 
from the home in a vacant lot running 
from Seventeenth to Eighteenth streets, 
was a historic plot of ground which is 
believed by many to have been the orig- 
inal ‘‘Kerry Patch,’’ settled during the 
Civil War. The lot was above the 
grade of the surrounding streets and it 
was dotted with little ramshackle shan- 
ties, 

The dwellers in these cabins were 
squatters. They paid no rent and no- 
body dared ask them to pay any. A 
precious possession in every household 
was the family goat. These coats were 
numerous and they were as aggressive 
as their owners. Anyone who butted in 
on, this region of squatter sovereignty 
was quickly butted out. Policemen who 
walked that beat walked around it, not 
through it. 

One featiire of life in the old ‘‘Patch”’ 
in the days when Harty was in his 
prime was the magic disappearance of 
houses overnight. When one of the 
little frame cabins was vacated its 
fate was sealed. Before the moving 
vans were out of sight other residents 
of the neighborhood would swoop down 
on the luckless cabin and literally tear 
it to pieces, carrying its boards, shin- 
gies and flooring away for firewood. 

Real estate owners whose tenants 
moved out would rush another family 
into the cabin before night, often 
charging them no rent, to prevent the 
inevitable destruction which would fol- 
low if the place remained vacant.

JUDGE CENSURES 
GRAND JURY FOR 
HOWE CONFERENCE 


Declares Body Acted Illegally in 
Going to Bank to Discuss 
Election Cases. 


Circuit Judge Kimmel this afternoon 
callde the grand jury before him and 
censured the members for holding a 
meeting at the National Bank of Com- 
merce a week ago, at which Jeptha )D. 
Howe, former Republican boss, and’ Har- 
ry Rosskopf, a Republican lawyer, talked 
to them about election fraud charges 
against Democrats. 

Judge Kimmel approved the action of 
Circuit Attorney McDaniel, who yester- 
day called off the investigation, by the 
present grand jury, of the election 
frauds. He said any indictments re- 
turned in such cases, after the bank 
meeting, would be “so tainted with ir- 
regularity as to render them an absolute 
nullity.”” He advised the grand jurors 
to devote the remainder of their time 
to investigation of the recent prevalence 
of crime and to investigation of irregu- 
larities in the bond system of the courts. 

The Judge said he had been informed 
by McDaniel and by Thomas B. Har- 
vey, who was Circuit Attorney until 
Tuesday, of the ‘‘secret meeting outside 
the grand jury room, without the at- 
tendance of the sworn officers of the 
court,’’ where the grand jurors “listened 
to the unsworn statements of persons 
interested in the election fraud cases 
pending for investigation.’’ 

Action Called Unprecedented. 

He went on to sa _ythat the holding of 
such a meeting was unprecedented and 
that it had never before been necessary 
to charge a grand jury not to hold ses- 
sions outside the jury room.| He re- 
minded the members that they had 
been at liberty to consult him or the 
Circuit Attorney for advice. Perhaps, 
he added, the members were misled by 
the permission which was given them 
to discuss among themselves matters 
relating to the vice investigation. This 
was a different matter, he said, as the 
election frauds had already become the 
subject of official inquiry, with indict- 
ments and the prospect of more indict- 
ments. 

The judge referred to his original in- 
structions, in which he directed the 
Grand Jury to hold secret meetings, and 
not to discuss matters of Grand Jury 
business outside the Grand Jury room. 
‘rom thes2 instructions, he held, the 
members should have known better 
than to hold irregular meetings. ‘‘Your 
body,” he declared, ‘‘has no right. to 
hold meetings outside the Grand Jury 
1¢om, or to conduct any inquiry in any 
n.atter in which indictments have been 
or might be returned.’’ He said, as 
McDaniel previously said, that further 
inquiry into the clection matters would 
have to be postponed until the next 
Grand Jury is impaneled Feb. 5. 


McDaniel to Make Inquiry. 
Judge Kimmel is a Republican, and 


was active in approving bonds on elec- 
‘i n day for negrces who were arrested 
on charges cf attemyting to vote wrong- 
fully. McDaniel is a Democrat. 

McDaniel said he would make a thor- 
ough inquiry into the question whether 
Howe did anything illegal in appearing, 
unsworn, before the grand jurors at the 
bank. 

It he finds that any law was violated 
this action of Howe’s, he said, he 
place the matter before the next

Howe said, on learning of McDaniel's 
action, that he was invited by Benjamin 
W. Dalzell, foreman of the grand jury, 
to attend a meeting at the bank. He 
also said Dalzell told him the grand jur- 
ors desired help in the inquiry, and had 
not been able to get the desired assist- 
ance from the Circuit Attorney’s office. 
Thomas B. Harvey was then Circuit At- 
torney. 

Howe said that, besides himself, not 
only Rosskopf, but Charles W. Bates, 
attorney for the Nonpartisan Citizens’ 
Committee in the investigation of elec- 
tion frauds, was invited to meet the 
grand jurors. 

Dalzell’s Position. 

Dalzell, when asked about the meeting 
at the bank, said he was not ready 
to talk about it. If it was a session @ 
the grand jury. he said, he would have 
no right to speak of it. 

He had not considered it a gession of 
the Grand Jury, he said, and the others 
had not so considered it, but since the 
Circuit Attorney took the view that it 
was a session of the Grand Jury, he 
thought it best to take no chances. He 
did say, however, that other subjects 
than election frauds were considered in 
informal meetings at the bank, and 
that J. Lionberger Davis and Roger_N. 
Faldwin talked to the members about 
v°ce conditions. 

Howe's’ brother-in-law, Seebert G. 
Jones, was Republican nominee for the 
office of Circuit Attorney and is now 
contesting McDaniel’s election, although 
McDaniel’s plurality was nearly 10,000. 
The contest is regarded as a “fishing 
expedition,’ to obtain evidence of fraud 
bearing on the contest for the governor- 
ship. 

Statement by Harvey. 

Harvey said today that he did not 
believe any member of the grand jury 
had made the declaration quoted by 
Howe, that the Circuit Attorney's office 
had not aided the grand jury in the 
election cases. He pointed to the state- 
ment in the grand jury's partial report, 
made public last Saturday, which com- 
mended his work in these cases as im- 
partial. 

Harvey also said he visited the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce while the 
grand jurors were there, and learned 
that Rosskopf was with them. He then 


left the bank without going into the 


meeting, and the next afternoon, when 
the grand jurors appeared for their 
regular session, he said to them that 
he considered their action ill advised and 
a reflection on his office. He later told 
McDaniel of the matter.

; The Lynching Record for 1916. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

‘In view of the widespread discussion of the 
Causes back of the migration of negroes to the 
North, it is timely to consider the lynchings for 
the year just closed. I find, according to records 
kept by Monroe N. Work, head of the division of 
records and research of the Tuskegee Institute, 
that in 1916 there have heen 54 lIynchings. Of 
those lynched, 50 were negroes and 4 were whites. 
This is four less negroes and nine less whites than 
Were put to death in 1915, when the record was 
§% negroes and 13 whites. Included in the record 
are three women. 
~Fourteen (14), or more than one-fourth of the 
total lynchings, occurred in the State of Georgia. 
Of those put to death, 42, or 77 per cent of the 
tetal, were charged with offenses other than 
rape. The charges for which whites were lynched 
Were murder, 3; suspected of cutting a woman, 1 
(this a Mexican). 

-The charges for which negroes were put to 
death were: Attempted rape, 9; killing officers of 
the law, 10; murder, 7; hog stealing, and assisting 
another person to escape, 6; wounding officers of 
the law, 4; rape, 3; insult, 2; for each of the fol- 
lowing offenses one person was put to death: 
Slapping boy, robbing store, brushing against 
girl on street, assisting his son, accused of rape, 
t@ escape entering a house for robbery or some 
other purpose; defending her son, who in defense 
of mother, killed man; fatally wounding a man 
with whom he had quarreled, speaking against 
mob in act of putting a man to death, attacking a 
man and wife with club.

JUDGE LAMM’S CONTEST. 

Without touching the question whether Judge 
Lamm is wise or foolish in seeking a contest for 
the governorship, his petition raises an issue 
which the Democrats in the State Legislature 
cannot ignore. 

In view of Jeptha Howe's glaring indiscretion 
in discussing election frauds with members of 
the grand jury charged with the duty of investi- 
gating them for the purpose of finding indict- 
nients, if the evidence warranted them, Judge 
Lamm should carefully take his bearings before 
following the Howe trail. We venture this much 
warning as a friendly tip. We venture the warn- 
ing also that he should be sure of his ground. 

As to the contest, there ought to be no hesitancy 
on the pdrt of the Democratic legislators. If there 
is any merit in the case, any evidence pointing to 
dishonesty in elections or any reason to believe 
that a candidate was counted out, investigation 
should follow. The Democratic party of the State 
could not stand a charge that it was afraid of an 
election inquiry, or protected an official against 
charges of fraudulent election. The charge of 
blocking investigation would be more deadly than 
the proof of fraud and the punishment of guilt. A 
party can clear its skirts of participation in fraud 
only by refusing to reap the benefit of it or to 
stand in the way of investigation. 

Auditor-elect Hackmann’s attitude towards the 
Gordon contest is a model. He waives all tech- 
nical advantage and opens the door wide for in- 
vestigation. 

The unfortunate thing about the gubernatorial 
contest is the influence it may have in obstructing 
business or paralyzing the effort of Gov. Gardner 
and the Legislature to do the work necessary to 
be done during the session.

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ENTANGLING ALLIANOES. 

Washington, to paraphrase an expression made 
famous by one of the gentlemen who draw comic 
pictures for the Post-Dispatch funny page, was 
right when he advised his countrymen to avoid 
entangling alliances. A glance at contempo- 
raneous European history will reveal many rea- 
sons for thinking so. One of the disadvantages is 
that you have to be especially nice to the citizens 
of the other country, particularly in war 
time. There is London, for instance, trying to do 
the handsome thing by Erik Satie, citizen of allied 
France. 
Erik Satie is a musician. There is nothing rep- 
rehensible in that fact itself, but Erik is a cubist 
musician. Before fame found him he was a cab- 
aret performer. His field of endeavor was the 
cafe known as the Black Cat, the chief additional 
distinction of which was that it produced Yvette 
Guilbert. This somewhat restricted, not to say 
debonair, environment has been scarcely suffi- 
cient for his growing genius, so he has gone across 
the channel to spring it on the British capital. 
One of Erik’s finest compositions is a dainty 
little thing known as “Fantasy in the Form of a 
Pear.” In the realm. of pure estheticism, how- 
ever, it is surpassed by his classical “Drinking 
Song of a Dog,” while his masterpiece is a sym- 
phonic poem known as “The Lobster Hunt.” 
Surely nobody but a man of amazing talent could 
take the noise a hungry pup makes over a pan 
of warm milk and turn it into a leit motif for a 
musical essay! 

As a concession to less artistic understandings, 
rendition of “The Lobster Hunt” is accompanied 
by a “program” with such illuminating explana- 
tions as this: “This is the hunt after the lobster: 
the hunters descend to the bottom of the water. 
They run. The sound of a horn ts heard at the bot- 
tom of the sea. The lobster is tracked down. 
The lobster weeps.” One of Erik’s characteristic 
hints to the players is: “Play it on faded velvet, 
dry as a cuckoo, light as an egg.’

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A GOOD PARK INVESTMENT. 

The bill pending in the Board of Aldermen for 
the purchase of the Christian Brothers’ College 
grounds for a city park is to come up before the 
Board of Estimates today for consideration. Aside 
from the fact that the property is offered to the 
city at what is conceded to be a fair price, the 
proposition should be approved because the land 
is desirable in every way for park purposes. 

That is the only considerable part of the city 
which is without a park and it is a rapidly de- 
veloping section. The grounds are high and pic- 
turesque. They already contain facilities for pub- 
lic recreation, such as a grandstand and athletic 
fields. But little landscape gardening will be re- 
quired in beautifying them. Nature has already 
done much to make them attractive. 

When Park Commissioner Cunliff first suggested 
this addition to the park system, he estimated 
that the whole 27 1-2 acres could be bought for 

250,000. The Brothers magnanimously offered to 
sell it at the price a disinterested commission 
should think proper. Such a commission appraised 
it at $196,650, and the Brothers have abided by 
their agreement. Thus the city has a chance to 
buy the ground for $53,350 less than Commission- 
er Cunliff thought it would be worth. 

The Board of Estimates is believed to favor 
the purchase, but is in doubt whether it should 
be paid for in a lump sum or in 14 annual in- 
stallments. Either arrangement would be satis- 
factory to the public, but the first seems to be 
favored because of the saving in interest. This 
is a matter of detail to be decided by those in

GRAND JURY IMPROPRIETY. 

Circuit Attorney McDaniel did the right thing 
when he stopped the grand jury investigation 
into election fraud charges as soon as he learned 
that members of the jury had been in secret con- 
ference with Jeptha D. Howe and Harry Ross- 
kopf, attorneys and politicians directly inter- 
ested in the outcome. It is to be regretted that 
a matter of such importance must be delayed un- 
til a new jury can deal with it. The charges must 
be thoroughly investigated and offenders, if there 
are any, must be punished. But the public wel- 
fare demands that the examining board be free 
of special influences. The Circuit Attorney is 
probably correct when he says that, in the cir- 
cumstances, any indictments returned would be 
worthless. 

The jurors who attended the conference should 
have known better. Certainly Howe and Ross- 
kopf should have been aware of the questionable 
legality of the thing as well as of its suspicious 
impropriety. The public is to be congratulated 
that Mr. Howe has-no connection with the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office. 
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‘‘HAPPY’’ AND ‘‘SCRAP®Y’’ NEW YEARS. 

“A Happy New Year and not a scrappy New 
Year,” is the slogan of one faction in the B. M. 
L. election. But is the one incompatible with 
the other? The happiest sort of a new year and 
the most productive in community benefits might 
be a scrappy new year. Militantism is an import- 
ant element in city advance. 

However, interesting things are set forth in 
the faction’s campaign literature. One statement 
is that 29 new industries were established since 
Jan. 1, 1916, in the St. Louis district, that local 
wageworkers have been increased by 26,000 and 
payrolls by $17,000,000, and that the factory out- 
put is more than half a billion of dollars. 

These are impressive figures. An increase of 
25,000 wageworkers means absorption of the un- 
employed in the ranks of industry and the in- 
coming Of. thousands of new families. A $17,- 
000,000 increase in wages paid means a distribu- 
tion whose benefits extend to practically all 
citizens. 

Not the least significant feature of the 1916 
record shows an increase of a round $4,000,000 in 
building operations and the construction of 1077 
buildings for residence purposes, many of them 
apartment houses of large capacity. The rapidity 
with which these dwellings have been occupied 
with no increase but rather perceptible decrease 
in the “To Rent” signs of older city districts has 
an eloquent bearing on population growth. 
Any year that duplicates these figures will not 
be an unhappy new year for St. Louis, whether 
scrappy or unscrappy. But let us exceed them 
this year.

O realize the extent of a moving 
i | picture family, its many members, 
their varied yet intricately related 
duties, one needs to visit one of these 
modern business households when they 
are busy bringing out a product which 
the public sees only in its completed 
form. 

Through the courtesy of the Essanay 
Film Manufacturing Co. of Chicago, the 
writer was able recently. to be an in- 
terested guest in this household. It isa 
far cry from the slot machine product 
of 1893 to the screen performance of the 
present day. Then only one saw the 
Same picture at the same time; today 
hundreds view it. By Robert W. Paiu 
of London, the transfer to the screen 
was made, and from that time to now 
the strides towards its perfection have 
been phenomenal. 

This film household occupies a whole 
city block. Beneath their roof an army 
of people, of many trades and profes- 
sions, work to give. to the public the 
finished story which is put upon the 
screen. Within their ranks are artists. 
photographers, electricians, carpenters, 
story writers. editors, dramatic critics. 
cartoonists, and actors. There are car- 
penter shops, printing rooms, property 
rooms, many dressing rooms ior the 
large troops of actors who work exclu- 
Sively for this company. Sometimes 
they are nearly all working on one pro- 
duction; sometimes days go by when 
some of them are not needed. There are 
often four or five different stories being 
staged at once. One of the studios alonv 
is 375: feet by 125 feet in floor space. 

Few of those who watch the devel- 
oped story upon the screen realize what 
the steps have-been, how many earnest 
workers, skilled in their particular line 
of art or trade, have had a hand in 
getting the film ready for the public. 
First of all, a number of writers are at 
work all the time for such a company. 
preparing subject matter for the artists 
and actors and scene painters: to work 
up. First comes the scenario. The plot 
may or may not be original, if it is 
story film. 

“We take our 
sources,”’ said Mr.

Chandler, the man- 
ager of the company. ‘‘We buy up the 
rights of certain magazines or books; 
sometimes we get the permission to re- 
produce plays which are being acted 
by great actors. In such cases, we 
have the companies, or, at least the 
stars of that company, come to our stu- 
dios, and we supply from our force ‘the 
company to’ act with the star. It is a 
hard thing for most stage actors to tone 
down their acting to look right in front 
of the exacting camera. To get certain 
touches over the footlights, there has 
to be some exaggeration. The acting 
for the movies does not require this. 
The camera catches everything and 
leaves the audience to judge for itself, 
with but little imagination, what is 
meant.

A scenario is the written outline of an 
entire play. It is divided into scenes, 
and subtitles, stage directions and set- 
tings for the scenes. With a company 
where the plays are written by its own 
staff, much of the working out of the 
details of dress and setting is left to 
the producer. The subtitles are the ex- 
planations which are thrown upon the 
screen between pictures. 

The scenario is ready for the producer 
when the critics have passed favorably 
upon it. 
becomes familiar with the plot, decides 
upon the setting for each scene, makes 
out the cast, talks over the costumes 
needed for the parts with the different 
actors, and then begins to set up the 
stages for the scenes. _ 

These scenes are set up side by side; 
often in the large studios several dif- 
ferent scenarios are being worked up 
at once. If the scene requires an out- 
of-door setting, there is an immense 
quadrangle with all the apparatus for 
street scenes, field scenes, race tracks— 
in fact, everything possible to arrange 
with half houses, fences, roadsides an‘ 
a menagerie of animals. Many times 
these scenes require real out of doors; 
then the company goes to the scene 
where the best setting can be procured 
if necessary journeying even from 
coast to coast, to the mountains or the 
forests. 

After the setting has been found, ons 
scene at a time is rehearsed, the pro- 
ducer going over the motions and ex- 
pressions with the actors until he feels 
they are ready for the photographer. 
All scenes requiring that same setting 
are rehearsed and taken successively, 
regardless of the logical sequence. No 
play ever rehearsed consecutively. 
This, of course, adds to the difficulty 
of acting. Each actor is obliged to be- 
come familiar with the whole scenaric 
before beginning to act, in orcer thai 
his acts may have a logical relation tv 
the whole play. They are familiar wita 
what words would be used under the 
given condition, so as to suit the ac- 
tion to the words. 

This household has to be in close 
touch with its members all the time 
There is a large force of regular ac- 
tors who have to know just when they 
are to rehearse, sec that no time may 
be lost in getting the picture ready for 
the screen. Besides the regular force, 
there are what they call the “regular 
extras’’ who can be got at short notice, 
and who receive a regular amount 
weekly and for the time in which they 
are working. Outside of this force, 
there is a waiting list of those whe can 
be got tegether in a half day or so.
